A further extension of two year: 
on the closed season in effect for the 
protection of fish in Ministik Lak: 
has been declared, announces Domi- 
nion Fisherics Inspector R. T. Rodd. 
Three years ago the lake was stocked 
with a number of bass and a closec 
season on all angling in the lake was 
ordered until October 1, 1927, This 
date has now been advanced to July 
1, 1929, 

Attention of farmers and thresher- 
men, especially those operating steam 
engines, is now being called to th 
provisions of the Prairie Fres Ac 
which affect them, by Benj, Lawton 
chief fire inspector for the Province: 
of Alberta, Mr. Lawton points out 
that in order to prevent the risk of 
serious conflagrations no engine shall 
be placed within thirty feet of any 
building or stack and that a metai 
pan of adequate filled with 
water shall be placed under the eng- 
ine as a receptacle for cinders and 
ashes. 

All cinders and ashes shall be thor 
oughly extinguished before the en- 
gine is removed from any place wher: 
it has been in operation and a barre] 
of water and two buckets shall be 
placed conveniently at stack of com: 
bustible material near the engine, 
A spark arrester in good repair shall 
be used and shall not be opened while 
the engine is in operation. 

It is hoped that closer observance 
of these regulations will reduce the 
fire loss which occurs annually from 
this source.

New Home For Canada’s Oldest University 


Cut Shows Assemblage of Ringe College Buildings, Inset; His Excellency, Viscount 


Willingdorm Governor General 


fter 137 years of higher educa- 
tional work in Nova Scotia,King’s 
College, Canada’s oldest university, 
is to have a new home. The above 
drawing shows the proposed build- 
ings, which will resemble in char- 
acter Oxford University, to be built 
as soon as the present campaign 
has attained its desired objective. 
King’s University stands as the 
only real monument in Nova Scotia 
to the United Empire Loyalist 
pioneers, In 1789 the U. EB. L.'s who 
had come to the Dominion from New 
York planted an “acorn” in the es- 
tablishment at Windsor, Nova 
Scotian, of King’s College. Full 


_ University powers were granted in 


1802 by Royal Charter, which was 
the first one received outside of the 
British Isles. From a dream in the 


souls of those pionecr Loyalists 
King’s has reached a_ recognized 
and honored place in the Dominion. 

Many famous Canadians have been 
Kingsmen. Sir James Cochran, Sir 
Frederick Borden, Judge Thomas 
Chandler Haliburton (Sam Slick), 
Basil King, Rev. H. A, Cody, and 
Canon Allan P, Shatford, are a few 
of King’s products. 

In 1923 King’s took the first step 
towards a confederation of Maritime 
Colleges; the College was removed 
to Halifax and became associated 
with Dalhousie University. 

A year ago King’s launched a 
campaign for $500,000, having re- 
ceived a promise from the Carnegie 
Corporation of $600,000 conditional 
upon the raising of the first amount.
